Farher Francis Borgia,thenGenerall, 
oor the eight and twentich day of 
OQober, being thefealt of $.

As ſoone as his Farher yndecſtood 
that he was entred incotheSociery at 
Rome, he was lively touched with 
ſorrow \, becauſeaccording to flesh 
and blond ,/ he loued him deerely. 
Therfore he wrote vnto himaletter 
full of paſſion and threates. Thar he 
had diskanonred his Houſe and fa- 
mily by the courſe he had taken, and 
thar ifeuer he returned into Polonia, 
he would either force him from that 
fate of life, or ſend bim to his grave; 
and that infteed of thoſe riches, _ 
chaines of cold,8& lewells thar he in- - 
tended ro bequeath him,if he had ce» 
maypedin the world; he would load 
him with capriuity, and chaines of 
icon. 

Staniſlausanſwered this letter with
